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RESURRECTION LIFE 


Resurrection life is the normal life of the Christian. 
Just as Christ, having completed His work of sacrificial 
offering, rose from the dead and ascended to the Father, and 
now is seated at the right hand of God (Col. 3:1), so the 
believer, crucified with Christ and risen with Him, has his 
life hidden with Him in God. Although he is still in the 
world and surrounded by all the influences and temptations 
of'a world that knows not God, he is nevertheless to be not 
of the world. Having been transported positionally into the 
heavenlies, he is admonished to conduct himself in keeping 
with his new state. “Seek those things which are above,” 
writes Paul, “set your affection [mind] on things above” 
(Col. 3:1, 2). Like Abraham, we are to fix our hearts not 
on “the strange country” in which for the time being we 
have our physical existence—a world that must soon crum- 
ble and pass away—but we are to fix our hearts upon the 
real habitation “which hath foundations, whose builder and 


maker is God” (Heb. 11:9, 10). It is not that we are to be 
impractical or foolhardy or neglectful concerning the duties 
and responsibilities of everyday life. But our whole drive and 
all our desires, by God’s grace, are to be focused on heavenly 
things. Heavenly, not earthly, standards are to determine our 
choices. Whereas the unbeliever is absorbed in earthly cares 
or pleasures, and occupied with earthly aims and programs, 
and beset by earthly discouragements and disappointments, 
the Christian’s eyes and heart are to be fixed on Christ “who 
is our life” here and now, and we are to look forward with joy 
and anticipation to the time when He shall appear. There- 
fore, as we commemorate, at this season, the glorious resur- 
rection of our Lord and Saviour, let us make certain that we 
are reckoning on the rightful position in the heavenlies that is 
ours through Christ, and let us continue to walk day by 
day in the newness of the resurrection life of victory that 
He supplies.

doubtless more and more im- 

pressed by the greatness of that 
which we at this time commemorate— 
the resurrection of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. It is a truth to be believed, and 
also an experience that we are to share. 
The Resurrection is the most essentially 
divine of all the mysteries of which 
Christ Himself is the heart and center; 
yet it is deeply suggestive and signif- 
icant that connected with the story of 
the Resurrection there are more tender 
human stories that.throb with the very 
life of humanity, than in any other 
portion of the life of Christ. 

What is more beautiful than the story 
of the two disciples walking from Jeru- 
salem to Emmaus and being joined by 
a stranger, who speaks with them, and 
inflames their hearts to burning point? 
But perhaps the story of Mary Mag- 
dalene is the tenderest and most hu- 
man of all the stories that tell of the 
happenings of the Resurrection day. 
And does it not just emphasize the fact 
that God’s revelation of His power and 
love to men is only understood in com- 
mon life, and common sorrow, and 
common duty, and common friendship? 

Looking back on the incident in the 
garden as it is recorded in the Gospel, 


\ S EASTER succeeds Easter we are 


we realize the misconceptions that 
Mary had. Why, the signs she saw were 
not signs of defeat at all; they were 
signs of victory.. The signs she saw did 
not betoken the fact that someone had 
had more power than the Christ, whose 
body had been laid in the tomb. Rather 
did it betoken the fact that He, the 
mighty conqueror, had a greater ac- 
tivity than ever before, in spite of all 
that had passed. Mary thought she 
had lost the precious body of a dead 
Christ, but, in reality, she had found 
the eternal, the ever-living one, whom 
the world and eternity cannot contain, 
and cannot confine. But her servige 
was not wasted, for the risen Christ 
needed it far, far more. The world 
needed to be overspread with the 
knowledge of the Lord, and the spices 
of love poured out in deeds, in service, 
and in sacrifice. 

Here we have an illustration of the 
mistakes that men. and women make 
when brought into contact with the 
great fact of the Resurrection. There 
is always a danger of our misunder- 
standing God’s ways, of our attributing 
to others what is really a mighty 
exhibition of God’s power. There is al- 
ways a danger of thinking that tem- 
porary darkness, which is sent merely 








that our powers of vision may be in- 
creased, totally eclipses the sun’s light. 
When we allow doubts to enter our 
minds, it is just because we do not 
really know the risen Lord, who is alive 
for evermore, and who is with us, and 
in us, and round about us, greater than 
all our thoughts and imaginations, and 
greater than all the opposing forces 
that are arrayed against us. 
This is a day when creeds are ques- 
tioned, and often abandoned, and the 
emphasis is placed upon character. This 
is a day when dogma is suspected, and 
devotion is urged and insisted upon. 
This is a day when the sternness of 
God is discounted; emphasis is placed 
rather upon the sympathy of God. 
Identified with our Lord, and made one 
with Him, we are to be like Him in 
resurrection beauty and power; we are 
to seek those things that are above. 
The Resurrection tells of His grace im- 
parted to us. 

The real aim of the Christian is an 
upward one. Those “things which are 
above” are of supreme consequence to 
him. His spiritual conceptions and as- 
pirations are expressed in the ordinary 
activities of his life before others. To 
realize that we are “risen with Christ” 
lends to all life a sanctifying force that 
manifests itself in every sphere and 
realm. The Christian possesses a new 
viewpoint, and judges things by al- 
tered standards of value. He is con- 
tent to lose the world in whatever 
measure such loss may be necessary, 
just because he has gained that which 
eternally satisfies. 

The Christian is to seek first the 
Kingdom of God: to make all his con- 
tacts with the world opportunities for 
seeking His glory, and thus translating 
the fact of the Resurrection into the 
force of true living, and, at the same 
time, being delivered from the things 
that shen td so many. 

If you have ever watched dragon- 
flies flitting in the sunlight above the 
surface of some pool, you have doubt- 
less noticed that, while from time to 
time their bodies are immersed in the 
water, their wings are always kept dry 
for flight. And when, by some mis- 
chance the wings of one have become 
wet, it is unable to rise from the water, 
and in consequence becomes the prey 
to some fish. This is a picture of the 
Christian in the world. If he allows 
his power of mounting up into the clear 
air of communion with God to become 
weakened by his contacts with the 
world, he is like a dragonfly with wet 

- wings. The very necessities of the case 
‘compel us to preserve inviolate the 
purity of our ideal, and the power of 
our aim> 

Of course it is true to say that our 
reach is always greater than our grasp, 
and there is continual fresh light glow- 
ing from the risen Christ to guide us 
in our upward search. “Seek those 
things which are above” is a call to 
enjoy the largest possible life, for the 
very struggle develops latent possibil- 
ities amd capacities, and each step up- 
ward is into fuller liberty and more 
perfect manhood. 
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But all this on our part is entirely 
dependent upon our recognition that 
the risen Christ is the Christ who is 
our life. Nothing less than “the power 
of his resurrection” can ever serve to 
create and maintain in us this deter- 
mining attitude. Even in nature the 
most difficult of all motions is the up- 
ward. Self-resolve, however well-in- 
tentioned, is altogether inadequate to 
such a life as that to which we are 
summoned by our Lord. Apart from 
a new strength of will, a quickened 
power of vision, and a renewed energy 
of action—in short, a partaking of the 
divine nature—we can never rise to 
the height of this calling. 

Easter proclaims Christ to be the Lord 
both of the dead and the living, and 
only by giving Him the place of sov- 
ereign right that He claims may we 
know the power by which such newness 
of life becomes, not merely an aim, but 
a daily-increasing experience.

Visits Alaska’s Capital 





HRISTIAN FELLOWSHIP TOURS, 

under the auspices of THE SUNDAY 
ScHoo, TrmeEs and in co-operation with 
the Northern Pacific Railway Company, 
have many “alumni” who hold treas- 
ured memories of delightful cruises 
through the famous Inside Passage to 
Alaska. The twenty-first tour has been 
arranged for this coming summer. It 
will leave Chicago July 5, returning 
there on July 25. 

Several interesting ports will be vis- 
ited, such as Prince Rupert, B: C., 
Ketchikan, Wrangell, Skagway, and Ju- 
neau, Alaska. Juneau is the capital city 
of the new State of Alaska, situated 
on Gastineau Channel, 873 nautical 
miles northwest of Seattle. It enjoys 
daily air service to its sister states to 
the south and to important Alaska 
towns. Juneau is a romantic, historic 
spot. Russian emperors, in quest of 
priceless furs, early established a thriv- 
ing colony on the site now known as 
Juneau. The area -was part of the 
territory explored by the English navi- 
gator Vancouver in 1794. Mining op- 
erations began there with the discovery 
of placer gold. So much gold was 
“washed out” that the mame Gold Creek 
was applied to the nearby river. Rich 
gold quartz was also discovered in the 
mountain behind the. town, and it 
wasn’t long after -Richard Harris and 
Joe Juneau had arrived, in 1880, that 
the town began to grow rapidly. 

In this hilly, fascinating city, there 
are many curio and souvenir shops in 





which the party will have ample time 
for shopping. A visit by bus is planned 
to the foot of the great and magnificent 
Mendenhall Glacier, about sixteen miles 
from Juneau. This glacier is described 
as being the Piedmont type, a large, 
nearly stagnant ice sheet. It is a mem- 
orable sight, and it will delight the 
amateur photographer in the party. On 
the way to and from the glacier, salmon 
may be seen fighting their way up the 
streams to spawn and to die. 

In addition to the glorious, scenic 
cruise along Alaska’s quiet Inside Pas- 
sage, there will be a thrilling daylight, 
narrow-gauge railroad trip from Skag- 
way, some sixty-nine miles between 
snow-capped mountains and along beau- 
tiful lakes to Carcross in Yukon Ter- 
ritory. 

On the journey westbound at the 
beginning of the tour, the party will 
spend time in Seattle, on Mt. Rainier, 
and in Vancouver, B. C., with two days 
and nights in beautiful Victoria, B. C., 
said by many to be more English than 
England. On the rail journey home- 
ward from Vancouver, the party will 
visit Lake Louise, Emerald Lake, Mor- 
raine Lakes and will spend two days 
and two nights at Banff, stopping at 
the beautiful Banff Springs Hotel.

Notes on Open Letters 


Who Was John Mark? 


I have been a subscriber to The 
Sunday School Times for a number 
of years, and would rot want to at- 
tempt to teach a Sunday school les- 
son without it. I believe you can be 
helpful by answering this question 
in “Notes on Open Letters.” 

In the lesson for January 24, 1960, 
one of the characters was Barnabas. 
The commentary I consulted stated 
that Barnabas was the “cousin” of 
John Mark. In Colossians 4:10, I 
read, “and Marcus, sister’s son to 
Barnabas.” Do you know of any 
Scripture reference that states the 
relationship other than the one men- 
tioned above, or do you know the 
source of authority for the assump- 
tion that Barnabas was “cousin” to 
John Mark?—A Virginia reader. 

The Greek word, anepsios, which in 
our King James Version is translated 
“sister’s son” (Col. 4:10) is in the 
American Standard Version rendered 
as “cousin.” Bishop Moule in the “Cam- 
bridge Bible” states that the Greek 
word bears the meaning “sister’s son” in 
later Greek, but that “its derivation 
and éarlier usage fix it here to mean a 
cousin-german,” or first cousin, the 
child of the other’s own aunt or uncle. 

The verse in Colossians 4 is the only 
one in our New Testament that speaks 
of the relationship between John Mark 
and Barnabas. The kinship, whatever 
it was in present day terms, explains 
no doubt, in part, the wish of Barnabas 
to retain Mark as his helper (Acts 15). 
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solutely proven fact, but the Bible 

_sometimes hangs two or three facts 
upon the same peg, and to prove one 
true or false is also proving the other 
true or false. 

The virgin birth, the deity of Christ, 
and the resurrection of’ our Lord all 
hang upon the same peg, and they all 
stand or fall together. Thus, to prove 
one true is to prove the other true also. 


Oft did our Lord claim God as His 


Ts resurrection of Christ is an ab- 


‘Father, and if He was the Son of God, 


He could not be the son of Joseph also. 
But many false Christs have arisen and 
also laid claim to being the Son of God. 
How are we to know who is telling the 
truth? Verily, we will let God decide. 
“Jesus Christ our Lord, which was made 
of the seed of David according to the 
flesh; and declared to be the Son of God 
... by the resurrection from the dead” 
(Rom. 1:3, 4). When our Lord arose 
from the dead, it was the Father’s 
stamp of approval upon everything He 
said and did. 

The deity of our Lord is absolutely 
dependent upon the virgin birth, and 
His resurrection absolutely proves His 
deity. Thus since the resurrection is 
an established fact, the virgin birth and 
the deity of our Lord are also estab- 
lished as true. 

We may go to an orchard some fall 
day, and pull off the first ripe apple. 
That apple is the first fruit, it is the 
pledge and the pattern of all that is to 
follow. Later we go back and pull off 
bushels more like it. 


Christ the Pledge and Pattern 


Christ arose from the dead and be- 
came “the firstfruits of them that 
slept.” He was the first fruit; He was 
the pledge and the pattern of all that 
was to follow. “Afterward they that 
are Christ’s at his coming” (1 Cor. 15: 
20, 23). Later there will be a harvest 
when “they that are Christ’s” will also 
arise from the dead. 

Christ came out of the tomb in the 
same body (as to identity) in which 
He was crucified. And we will also 
have our same body in the resurrection, 
for it is this same “vile body” we are 
in today that is to be “changed” and 
“fashioned like unto his glorious body” 
(Phil. 3:21). 

Thus since our resurrection hangs 


‘upon the same peg as Christ’s resur- 


rection, and since to prove one true. or 
false is also proving the other true or 
false, and since Christ’s resurrection is 
an absolute fact, therefore it is also an 
established fact that we will rise from 
the dead.

The Resurrection of Jesus Christ 


Why His virgin birth, deity, and 
resurrection all stand or fall together .

As John has a black hat, so Fred has 
a.brown hat. Now if it can be proved 
that John does not have a black hat, 
then it also proves that Fred does not 
have a brown hat, for one is “as” and 
“so” as the other. Thus the color of 
their hats hang upon the same peg, and 
to prove that John’s hat is black is also 
proving that Fred’s hat is brown. 

“As Jonas was three days and three 
nights in the whale’s belly; so shall 
the Son of man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth” 
(Matt. 12:40); 

These -two truths hang upon the same 
peg and to prove one true is also prov- 
ing the other true. If Jonah was not 
in the whale’s belly for three days, 
then Christ was not in the heart of the 
earth three days. 

Christ did go to the heart of the 
earth, but “thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell” (Acts 2:27) and after three 
days He arose. Since it is a proven 
fact that He arose, it also proves the 
truth of the Book of Jonah, for Jonah 
and Christ did “as” and “so” with each 
other. 

Verily, one marvels at the darkness 
of the human heart. Men try des- 
perately to deny the truth of Jonah’s 
being in the whale’s belly because it 
is a miracle, but they miss the truly 
great miracle. Other men have been 
swallowed by whales, but never in all 
the annals of human_-history is there 
recorded another time when a great 
city fell upon its face before its God. 

Jonah’s experience and the resurrec- 
tion of Christ and the judgment of the 
world all hang upon the same peg, for 
the resurrection of Christ hangs upon 
the truth of Jonah, and the judgment 
hangs upon the truth of the resurrec- 
tion. Prove that one is true or false 
and you prove the others are also true 
or false. Jonah is a chain that binds 
men to a judgment. Thus they try to 
disprove Jonah, for to disprove Jonah 
is to disprove the judgment also. 


Trying To Cover Up the Truth 


A bear was caught in a trap. It 
jerked and fought’ the trap, trying des- 
perately to gain its freedom. Then real- 
izing that the chain on that trap was 
somehow to blame for its misery; it 
carefully covered the chain with dirt. 
Then with a bound it sprang to its free- 
dom. But alas the chain was real and 
still held it fast. 

And so do foolish men “as natural 
brute beasts, made to be taken and 
destroyed,” follow the tactics of the 
bear and seek to destroy the realities 
of the judgment by covering up the 
story of Jonah with their denials of its 
reality. 

But the truth of Jonah depends upon 
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the truth of the resurrection, and since 
the resurrection is true therefore Jonah 
is true and the judgment is also just 
as certain. Thus these men are held 
fast and chained to a judgment by the 
fact of Jonah and they shall “utterly 
perish in their own corruption” (2 Pet. 
2:12). 

“The gates of hell [Hades] shall not 
prevail against” the Church (Matt. 16: 
18). When a man is placed in prison, 
the gates swing shut and hold him fast 
and prevail against any effort he may 
put forth to set himself free. The Old 
Testament saints were in Hades (Sheol) 
they were “prisoners of hope” waiting 
for a deliverer. When Christ arose, He 
emptied the paradise side of Hades ‘and 
took the occupants to the third Heaven 
(2 Cor. 12). 

Thus the gates of hell (Hades) will 
never close behind or prevail against 
a member of the Church, for no Chris- 
tian goes to Hades, for when he is 
absent from the body, he is immediately 
present with the Lord. 


Almost. every home has a_ vacant 
chair; a chair where once a loved one 
sat and talked with us. We saw the 
light in her eyes, and the blush of 
health upon her cheek. But a time 
came when her body grew weak, her 
breath came hard, and she left us— 
the “knowing-part”. moved out. The 
“body without the spirit is dead” (Jas. 
2:26). We placed that dear form in 
the grave, but our heart rebels at the 
thought that all is o’er. Rather do we 
feel that she has gone to another realm, 
and we wonder if she is conscious and 
where she is. 

Mortal eyes cannot pierce the veil 
that hangs before the great beyond. 
But our Lord pulled back the curtain 
and gave us a glimpse of the other side 
(Luke 16: 19-31). 

There was an ungodly rich man and 
a godly poor man. When Lazarus, the 
poor man, died, he opened his eyes in 
another world where angels carried 
him to a place of comfort. “The rich 
man also ‘died and was buried.” His 
body was placed in a grave on the sur- 
face of the earth. But his spirit could 
still see, for “in hell [Hades] he lift up 
his eyes, being in torments, and seeth 
Abraham afar off.” He had knowledge, 
for he also recognized “Lazarus in his 
[Abraham’s] bosom.” 

Although his tongue was in the grave 
on the surface of the earth, he could 
talk,' for he cried and said, “Father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my tongue.” 
He had feelings, “for I am tormented 
in this flame.” His physical ears were 
in the grave, but he could still hear. 
And he had memory, for Abraham said, 
“Son, remember.” And he also had 
concern for loved ones, for “I have five 
brethren; that he [Lazarus] may testify 
unto thém, lest they also come into this 
place of torment.” 

Thus we see that the dead can speak 
and-see and hear. They have feeling 
and memory and knowledge. In Reve- 
lation 6:10, the souls of the martyred 
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dead are conscious and know that their 
persecutors are still alive on earth. 

Sheol in the Old Testament, and 
Hades in the New Testament are the 
same and merely mean the abode of 
the dead. Although these words are 
usually translated: by the word “hell,” 
in the King James version, yet not all 
was torment. 

Hades is in the center of the earth. 
“For as Jonas was three days and three 
nights in the whale’s belly, so shall the 
Son of man be three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth” (Matt. 
12:40). During the three days that 
Christ’s body was in the tomb, His soul 
was in Hades, but it did not remain 
there for, “thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell [Hades]” (Acts 2:27). Before 
Christ ascended back to Heaven, He 
“descended first into the lower parts 
of the earth” (Eph. 4:9). 

There were two parts to this vast 
region, and they were separated by a 
“great gulf fixed,” so that they which 
would pass from one to the other could 
not. 

Before Christ’s resurrection, one of 
these regions was called “paradise,” 
where the righteous saints of the .Old 
Testament were “comforted.” The 
other was a place of torment. Christ 
told the thief they would meet that 
very day in paradise (Luke 23:43). 

There are gates to Hades, but our 
Lord assures us that “the gates of hell 
[Hades] shall not prevail” against the 


Resurrection Joy: 


The spontaneous evangelism of the early church 


HE earliest preaching of the resur- 

rection of our Lord marked the life, 
ministry, death, and resurrection of 
Jesus Christ as the most stupendous 
and assured fact ever announced to the 
world. The record runs, “To whom 
also he shewed himself alive after his 
passion by many infallible proofs, be- 
ing seen of them forty days” (Acts 1: 


One of the most convincing advertise- 
ments for the cause of Christ is resur- 
rection joy, “And they departed quickly 
from the sepulchre with fear and great 
joy; and did run to bring his disciples 
word” (Matt. 28:8). When there is 
conviction as to the truth of it, and joy 
in the experience of it, there will be 
urgency in telling it—“they did run to 
bring his disciples word.” 

Only a few days before this, fear had 
scattered the few disciples, as we read, 
“Then all the disciples forsook him, 
and fled” (Matt. 26:56). But now con- 
viction and enthusiasm as to the fact

Satan once held the “power of death” 
(Heb. 2:14), but when Christ entered 
paradise He crushed the Devil’s power 
and snatched away the keys, and on 
the Isle of Patmos He cried, “Behold, 
I'am alive for evermore, Amen; and 
have the keys of hell [Hades] and of 
death” (Rev. 1:18). 

The Old Testament saints were held 
captive until their sins would be atoned 
for. Thus when Christ entered para- 
dise He preached “deliverance to the 
captives” (Luke 4:18), and “when he 
ascended up on high, he led: captivity 
captive” (Eph. 4:8). : 

When the four kings took Sodom, 
they took Lot and the people of 
Sodom for their captives. But Abraham 
took three hundred eighteen of his loyal 
servants and overpowered those kings 
and led their captives back as his own 
captives, and set them free (Gen. 14; 
16). So Christ took the captives that 
had been held in Hades to Heaven, in 
triumph as His own captives, and set 
them free. “He led captivity captive.” 

Thus it is that Christians do not pass 
through the gates of Hades, but when 
they depart “to be with Christ,” they 
are “absent from the body” and im-

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names together were about an hundred 
and twenty)” (Acts 1:15). 

The fact of the Resurrection gave 
such wealth of meaning to Christ’s life 
and death that it added significance to 
all that Hé had taught, and to all His 
wondrous works. The news’ went 
round, “This Jesus hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. : 
Therefore let all the house of Israel 
know assuredly, that God hath made 
that, same Jesus, whom ye have cru- 
cified, both Lord and Christ. Now 
when they heard this, they were 
pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles, 
Men and brethren, what shall we do?” 
(Acts 2:32-37.) Thus this preaching of 


the people to cry out, “What shall we 
do?” “Then Peter said unto them, Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost” (v. 38). 

In the growth of this society of be- 
lievers comes the remarkable story of 
addition, “Then they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were baptized: and 
the same day there were added unto 
them about three thousand souls” (v. 
41). : 

The contention and opposition was 
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still concerning Jesus and the Resur- 
rection. The meeting of the early 
Christians was broken up because of 
the success following the preaching. In 
spite of the opposition, the company of 
believers, openly confessing Christ, con- 
tinued to increase, so that, within a 
very short time, there was another ad- 
dition of two thousand. “And as they 
spake unto the people, the priests, and 
the captain of the temple, and the Sad- 
ducees, came upon them, being grieved 
that they taught the people, and 
preached through Jesus the resurrection 
from the dead. And they laid hands 
on them, and put them in hold unto 
the next day: for it was now eventide” 
‘(Acts 4:1-3). The aspect of the situ- 
ation that troubled the opposition is 
told in the following words, “Howbeit 
many of them which heard the word 
believed; and the number of the men 
was about five thousand” (v. 4). 

Jesus was still on trial before the 
people, and yet it was from the ranks 
of the opposition that multitudes came 
forward to confess His name. Not only 
were there secret believers but there 
were also chief rulers who believed on 
Him and became His followers. The 
enemies of Jesus had not been able to 
produce the dead body of Jesus; in- 
stead, His disciples had talked with 
Him. “And the word of God increased; 
and the number of the disciples mul- 
tiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and a great 
number of the priests were obedient to 
the faith” (Acts 6:7). 

What: a vindication of the literal res- 
urrection of Christ is before us in the 
rapid growth of the early church! Ob- 
serve the increase, one hundred and 


twenty; three thousand added in one 
day; then, five thousand; followed by 
multitudes. In Jerusalem, the very city 
where Christ was crucified, the number 
of believers gathered to the Lord was 
truly phenomenal. We read, “And be- 
lievers were the more added to the 
Lord, multitudes both of men and 
women” (Acts 5:14). 

With the martyrdom of Stephen came 
the great test to the early church. 
“And at that time there was a great 
persecution against the church which 


was at Jerusalem; and they were all. 


scattered abroad. . . . Therefore they 
that were scattered abroad went every 
where preaching the word” (Acts 8: 
1-4). Neither persecution nor disper- 
sion diminished their faith or resur- 
rection power. 

The sacred historian continued to re- 
port the results of the Holy Spirit-em- 
powered preaching of Jesus and the 
Resurrection. Five years after the an- 
nouncement, “The Lord is risen in- 
deed,” and following the conversion of 
Saul of Tarsus, the record states, “Then 
had the churches rest throughout all 
Judaea and Galilee and Samaria, and 
were edified; and walking in the fear 
of the Lord, and in the comfort of the 
Holy Ghost; were multiplied” (Acts 9: 
31). 

To reread the Acts of the Apostles, 
to feel the warmth of that early love, 
the freshness of faith, and the deep 
conviction concerning the fundamental 
truth of the resurrection of our Lord, 
makes our hearts long for a return to 
that Holy Spirit-fired experience.

Easter Hymns That Are Loved by All 


Christian joy and gladness in verse and song 


OWHERE does the hope of immor- 
tality shine brighter of run 
stronger than in the church’s great 
hymns of Easter. One of the oldest of 
these, “Welcome, Happy Morning,” was 
written by the famous Christian poet 
of the sixth century, Venantius Hon- 
orius Fortunatus, to whom spring al- 
ways symbolized the resurrection of 
the Saviour. 
“Wel ; & rnin ar 
‘Age to age shall say: 
“Hell today is vengenned, 
Heaven is. won today!” 
Lo, the dead is living, 
God for evermore! 


Him their true Creator, 
All his works adore. ' 

Earth her joy confesses, 
Clothing her for a 

All good gifts tned with 
Her returning ring. 

Bloom in every meadow, 
Leaves on every bough, 

ns his sorrows ended, 

triumph now. 


So far as is known, Fortunatus be- 
gan life. as a happy, carefree youth, 
journeying in southern Europe from one 
great castle to another. If he found a 


marriage ceremony or a family festival 
going on, he was always ready to oblige 
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with a set of appropriate verses. He is 
often thought of as the first of the 
troubadours. Unlike many of his con- 
temporaries, however, he never gave 
himself over to the life of the volup- 
tuary. Not a breath of scandal at- 
taches to his name. 

Perhaps it was not surprising that, 
when the threatened loss of his eye- 
sight was averted, Fortunatus was so 
grateful that he turned to the church 
and thereafter devoted his learning and 
eloquence to sacred music. 

He had been dead more than twelve 
hundred years when; in 1868, a Church 
of England clergyman, rummaging amid 
some ancient Latin manuscripts, came 
up with Fortunatus’s Easter Hymn, his 
“Salve Festa Dies.” Struck by its 
springlike beauty, John Ellerton trans- 
lated it.into English. 

There is one Easter hymn that seems 
to have a stately beauty all its own. 
Its lines have a sublime pomp, with ‘an 
exultant outburst at the end of each 
stanza. The hymn is “The Strife Is 
O’er, the Battle Done.” 






The strife is o’er, the battle done; 

The victory of life is wen; 

The song of triumph has begun. 
Alleluia!

To this day, nobody knows who wrote 
the original Latin stanzas, which were 
translated by the Rev. Francis Pott, a 
Church of England clergyman, in 1861. 
The majestic music to which his words 
are sung, was a work of the great 
Giovanni P. da Palestrina, the Italian 
composer and choirmaster in the six- 
teenth century. 

The popular Easter hymn of Charles 
Wesley, “Christ the Lord Is Risen To- 
day,” was written in 1739. The author 
was then thirty-two years old, and he 
was already well started on his amaz- 
ing hymn-writing career. Wesley lived 
to the remarkable age of eighty-one, 
and he turned out more than six thou- 
sand hymns! Of that number, less than 
one hundred are familiar to church- 
goers today, but any hymnist would 
be proud to say he had written such 
beloved favorites as “Hark! the Herald 
Angels Sing,” “Love Divine, All Loves 


Excelling,” and “Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul.” 
Like his celebrated brother John, 


Charles Wesley rode all over England 
on horseback, traveling hundreds of 
miles as a circuit rider in the great 
evangelical revival that swept the coun- 
try in the eighteenth century. He has 
been called “the poet of Methodism.” 
A gifted musician, he was for many 
years the organist of St. George’s 
Church in Hanover Square, in London. 


He had known poverty in his boy- 
hood, and suffered persecution in the 
early days of the Methodist movement, 
but in all his hymns there is found a 
message of joy and gladness, as well 
as confident trust and assurance. No- 
where does Charles Wesley’s rapture 
find more exultant expression than in 
his great Easter stanzas.

By all accounts Mrs. Cecil Frances 

Alexander must have been one of the 
most* gifted women poets of her age. 
She was the wife of a bishop of north- 
ern Ireland, and leading writers and 
churchmen of the nineteenth century 
all poured out praise for her verses. 
The Poet Laureate, the great Lord Ten- 
nyson, said he would have given’ a 
great deal to have written her famous 
lines, “The Burial of Moses.” 


Of all Mrs. Alexander wrote, nothing 
is so well remembered as her hymns. 
Her volume, “Hymns for. Little Chil- 
dren,” which was published in 1848, 
went through sixty-nine editions be- 
fore the author’s death. Today, certain 
favorites from this slight, seventy-two 
page work are found in nearly every 
church hymnal: “Jesus Calls Us O’er 
the Tumult,” “Once in Royal David’s 
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City,” “There Is a Green Hill Far 
Away,” “Saw You Never in the Twi- 
light,” and “All Things Bright and 
Beautiful.” 

As might have been expected of this 
good Bishop’s wife, she wrote an Easter 
hymn that became a great favorite with 
churchgoers. Her lyrical powers are 
fully shown in “He Is Risen, He Is 
Risen.” Mrs. Alexander shared the rap- 


ture that all Christians. feel in this 
glorious season, for her hymn reveals 
what the Saviour’s death and resur- 
rection have meant to lost humanity. 
He is risen, He is risen; 
Tell it out, with joyful voice; 
He has burst His three days’ prison; 
Let the whole wide world rejoice: 


Death is conquered, man is free, 
Christ has won the victory.

2. The Missionary on Furlough 


He needs rest and spiritual refreshment 


NOTHER aspect of furlough that de- 
serves consideration is the fact that 
the past term of service on the mission 
field, often five.or six years, has been 
a period of giving out spiritually to 
others. Now has come the time 
when the missionary should have the 
opportunity to take in more than he 
is giving out, so that he can be re- 
charged like an electric battery, so to 
speak, for another term of service on 
the mission field. Frequently this is 
best accomplished by attendance at a 
Bible conference, where there is a pro- 
gram of rest and recreation along with 
spiritual refreshment. While we would 
not minimize the fact that Christ Him- 
self is the fountainhead of all spiritual 
growth and upbuilding, it is neverthe- 
less true that the Lord does bring much 
blessing to His servants through fel- 
lowship with other believers and sitting 
at the feet of specially gifted Bible 
teachers. 


Now this does not mean that the 
furlough should not include the taking 
on. of meetings by the missionary. 
Actually this is given a most promi- 
nent place in the annals of the first 
missionary journey recorded in the 
Book of Acts, where we read of Paul 
and Barnabas at .Antioch that “when 
they were come, and had gathered the 
church together, they rehearsed all that 
God had done with them, and how he 
had opened the door of faith unto the 
Gentiles. And there they abode long 
time with the disciples” (Acts 14:27, 28). 

This rehearsing of all that God has 
done with His servants is a most essen- 
tial part of furlough. We would, how- 
ever, emphasize that it should be 
preceded by the three or four months’ 
period devoted to other purposes, in- 
cluding the rest and adjustment pre- 
viously alluded to. It is true that this 
preceding period of medical care, ad- 
justment, and rest was not mentioned 
as part of Paul and Barnabas’s routine, 
but this may well be accounted for by 
the fact that they had not been away 
from the home ‘church for such a long 
time, nor had they been working in 
areas of radically different climate, lan- 
guages, and customs. 

Even when the period of deputation 
work in the form of the holding of 
meetings. does get under way, it must 
still be borne in mind that the mis- 
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sionary’s main work is overseas. He 
should not be expected to do the work 
of a superman in the homeland by tak- 
ing meetings to the point of exhaustion. 
The work of the Lord is definitely 
hindered by sending a missionary back 
to the mission field in such a state that 
he is unable to put all the punch into 
his work on the field that he should. 
Often, under such circumstances, he 
vainly hopes that the ship voyage to 
the mission field is finally going to af- 
ford him the recreation and rest that 
he needs to restore physical and emo- 
tional fitness. : 

The homeland church constituency 
must assume responsibility in arranging 
the affairs of its missionaries so that its 
missionary giving really counts. It is 
self-deception to donate money to the 
Lord’s work overseas, and then to use 
it in'sending out a tired worn-out mis- 
sionary who is in no position to give of 
his best to the work. Let the home- 
land church plan on quality rather than 
on quantity: (1) quality in having their 
missionary give them a series of meet- 
ings that are not exhaustingly heavy to 
speaker and hearers alike, but through 
which much information and inspira- 
tion is imparted to a _ co-operative, 
prayerful church; and (2) quality in 
sending a recouped and refreshed mis- 
sionary out to the mission field, not 
just to drag himself around for another 
term of service in disappointing fatigue, 
but to put an aggressive, buoyant spirit 
into a consecrated soul-winning min- 
istry for our Lord. 

To this end, let the home church 
schedule fewer meetings in their mis- 
sionary conference at which the mis- 
sionary speaks. Then let these meetings 
be interspersed with time and facilities 
for rest and waiting upon God, so that 
the church folk and the missionary alike 
will finish their conference refreshed 
and invigorated in body, soul, and spirit. 

The home constituency will be able 
to further the missionary’s work on 
the mission field if, at such a time, a 
genuinely prayerful interest in the 
work becomes manifest. Before the 
missionary can speak from his heart 
concerning the needs of the field, he 
necessarily must feel his way as to how 
far he may detail the problems of the 
mission field to his supporters so as to 
elicit the prayer help of the folk in the 
homeland. 





All too frequently, instead of a syni- 
pathetic prayer interest he encounters 
an idle curiosity in an exotic people 
and land. Even worse, in opening his 
heart coricerning the needs of a people 
who are living in a pagan environment, 
as the Apostle Paul did in his Corin- 


thian letters, he sometimes meets a 
hypercritical attitude on the part of 
the home constituency that points the 
finger of scorn at a supposedly inef- 
fective missionary who has tolerated 
the sight of such irregularities among 
Christians on the mission field. 

Such a hypercritical attitude adds to 
the emotional stress of the missionary 
on furlough. He had hoped to share 
his prayer burdens with his fellow be- 
lievers in the homeland. Instead he 
finds that he must close his mouth as 
to telling of the problems of the work. 
In speaking of his work he must limit 
himself to those aspects that entertain 
and amuse, and he must cater to idle 
curiosity. 

Moreover, it is unfortunate that fi- 
nancial stress may become almost in-+ 
extricably entangled with the physical 
and emotional stress of furlough. This 
is too often the result of a warped 
point of view on the part of the home 
constituency. The missionary actually 
has not ceased to be a soul winner by 
reason of his returning to the home- 
land. What he has planted remains 
and is being watered by his fellow 
missionaries on the field, while all are 
ptayerfully looking to God to give the 
increase. The home constituency ~must 
realize that the furloughed missionary 
must still be supported financially dur- 
ing the time that he is being “re- 
charged” for another term of service 
on the mission field. 

One of the most cruel and unchris- 
tian attitudes that can be taken by a 
home church under such circumstances 
is to tell the missionary that his finan- 
cial support is being withdrawn during 
his furlough period, so that the money 
can be directly used by a soul winner - 
who is now on the mission field, as 
though this were a more effective way 
of using the Lord’s money. Such a 
point of view is shortsighted indeed, 
and has been responsible for driving 
the worn-out missionary into seeking 
secular employment during furlough, so 
as to make ends meet financially, even 
though the missionary was really in 
need of a rest period to prepare him- 
self promptly for another term of serv- 
ice on the mission field. 

In recapitulation, it should be stated 
that there is inevitable physical and 
emotional stress encountered by the 
missionary while on furlough. The 
early period of stress, say the first third 
of the furlough period, is largely to be 
alleviated by leaving the missionary 
alone to his own devices without sched- 
uled activities, so that he can get that 
rest and readjustment that he needs. 
The ultimate benefits of furlough are 
to be found when the missionary, who 
has thus readjusted himseif, is sincerely 
welcomed into Christian groups in the 
homeland that are seeking to enter into

The Lesson as a Whole 
By C. J. Woodbridge, Ph.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

HE phrase, “children of the resur- 

rection” (“sons of the resurrec- 

tion,” Greek), is found in Luke 
20:36, where our Lord describes the 
condition of believers in Glory. In the 
lesson before us the words are applied 
to believers still on earth. Their faith 
in Christ is guaranteed by His resur- 
rection from the dead, and their daily 
life may be victorious and fruitful be- 
cause they are spiritually linked to 
their Saviour in His death and resur- 
rection. 

The resurrection of Christ is (1) ac- 
tual history; (2) the ground of the 
Christian’s life of resurrection joy and 
triumph; (3) the basis of his assurance 
of his own bodily resurrection and re- 
union with his Saviour in Heaven. 

The first two of these aspects are the 
theme of our lesson. Mark assures us 
that the Lord Jesus was truly raised 
from the dead. The* women heard the 
testimony of the angel (“young man”) 
in the sepulcher, “. . . he is risen; he is 
not here: behold the place where they 
laid him” (Mark 16:6). Their cruci- 
fie Saviour had miraculously shattered 
the bands of death. 

Years later the Apostle Paul, a pris- 
oner in Rome under house arrest (cf. 
Acts .28:16, 30), explained to the saints 
in Colosse (in Asia Minor) that they, 
too, had died and been raised. They 
had died “from the rudiments of the 
world” (Col. 2:20) and were now “risen 
with Christ” (Col. 3:1). This vital spir- 
itual experience made possible for them 
the shattering of the bonds of sin and 


the beginning of lives of devotion, holi-- 


ness, and love. 
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Verse by Verse 

Col. 3:1—“If ye then be risen with 
Christ, seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God.” Literally, “If ye then rose 
with Christ...” The believer’s death 
with Christ (2:20) and _ resurrection 
with Him are the basis of his new, vic- 
torious life on earth. The direction 
and level of his outlook are to be 
heavenward, for his dear Saviour, at 
the Father’s right hand (cf. Rom. 8: 
34; Heb. 1:3), is the focus of his de- 
votion. 

Verse 2—‘“Set your affection on 
things above, not on things on the 
earth.” “Set your mind” (Greek). Of 
course God’s children must be occupied 
with the necessaty activities of earth. 
But their preoccupation, their primary 
desire, their basic motivation must be 
centered in the things of Christ. 

Verse 3—“For ye are dead, and your 
life is hid with Christ in God.” The 
believer “died” (Greek) spiritually in 
his Saviour’s death (cf. Gal. 2:20; Col. 
2:20). He was identified with Christ 
in death. This glorious. fact’ should 
mean a severing of ties with the old 
order, and the commencement of a*new 
resurrection order. “Hid with Christ 
in God”: this suggests the closeness 
and intimacy of the mystical union 
which joins God’s people to their Re- 
deemer. 

Verse 4—“When Christ, who is our 
life, shall appear, then shall ye also 
appear with him in glory.” Note the 
word “is.” Christ brings life to His 
own; He makes endless life possible; 
but—glorious fact—He is our life. He 
is our source of victory and power. At 
His return believers will accompany 
Him. They died with Christ (2:20), 
were buried with Him (2:12), were 


raised with Him (3:1), and will come 
with Him (3:4). They are His and 
with: Him forever. 

Verse 5—“Mortify therefore your 
members ... upon the earth; fornica- 
tion, uncleanness, inordinate affection, 
evil concupiscence, and covetousness, 
which is idolatry.” One’s new -spiritual 
position must be translated into prac- 
tical, daily holiness. “Mortify” is “put 
to death.” Fornication, uncleanness: 
this pair are outward, foul, wicked. 
“Passion,” “evil desire” (Greek) relate 
to inward moods. Covetousness, the 
consuming desire to accumulate, is 
“idolatry” because it substitutes things 
for God. 

Verse 6—“For which things’ sake the 
wrath of God cometh on the children 
of disobedience.” The “sons [Greek] 
of disobedience” are those who reject 
or defy God’s holy laws (cf. Eph. 2:2) 
and who therefore deserve a visitation 
of divine wrath (cf. Rom. 1:18). The 
five evil items listed in verse 5 are in- 
dications that their wills are rebellious. 

Verse 7—“In the which ye also 
walked some time, when ye lived in 
them” (cf. Eph. 2:2). “Some time” is 
“aforetime” (Greek): Paul reminds his 
readers that prior to their conversion 
they engaged in the wicked practices 
that he now denounces and urges them 
to avoid' assiduously. 

Verse 8—“But now ye also put off 
all these; anger, wrath, malice, blas- 


phemy, filthy communication out of 
your mouth.” “Anger” is deep ‘and 
brooding. “Wrath” is vehement, some- 


times more fleeting. “Malice” is “evil” 
(as in Matt. 6:34). “Blasphemy” is 
railing, or evil speaking in connection 
with holy things. “Filthy communi- 
cation” is “shameful speaking,” whether 
vindictive, abusive, or nasty. : 
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Verse 9—“Lie not one to another, 
seeing that ye have put off the old man 
with his deeds .. .” (cf. Eph. 4:25). 
Honesty and truth must characterize 
the saints of God, for in their spiritual 
union with Christ the control of the 
“old man” (their former, unregenerate 
nature) over their conduct has been 
replaced by a new, heavenly control. 


Verse 10.—“. . . have put on the new 
man... renewed in knowledge after 
the image of him that created him .. .” 
Literally, “is being renewed.” God 
created man after His own image (Gen. 
1:27). But Adam fell into sin. The 
“old man” is the Adamic nature, which 
all men inherit from their first parent. 
At conversion a new nature is received 
(that of the “last Adam,” Christ, cf. 1 
Cor. 15:45). The believer has “put on” 
this new nature, even as a new gar- 
ment is donned. His knowledge has 
been renewed; hence his sense of spir- 
itual and moral values, once distorted 
by sin, has been rectified. 


Verse 11—“Where there is neither 
Greek nor Jew ... Barbarian, Scythian, 
bond nor free: but Christ is all and in 
all.” Literally, “where there cannot 
be.” Union with Christ means spiritual 
union among believers. Paul mentions 
four contrasting pairs. Our Lord’s uni- 
fying ministry extends even to such 
widely divergent groups. Greeks de- 
spised Jews; Gentiles looked down 
upon circumcised Hebrews; Barbarians 
(people who did not speak Greek) 
scorned the Scythians (savages); slaves 
and freemen represented entirely dif- 
ferent social strata. 


Verse 12.—“Put on therefore .. . elect 
of God, holy and beloved, bowels of 
mercies, kindness, humbleness of mind, 
meekness, longsuffering .. .” “Bowels 
of mercies” means “a heart of compas- 
sion.” Spiritually the new man is “put 
on” by one’s identification with Christ. 
This inward reality must be reflected 
by God’s chosen, separated, beloved 
people in the dispositions and attitudes 
of their hearts. 


Verse 13.—“‘Forbearing one another, 
and forgiving .. . if any man have a 
quarrel against any: even as Christ 
forgave you, so also do ye.” Quarrel 
is “complaint” (Greek). The “new 
man” produces a new outlook. Christ 
indwells the believer. As He loved His 
own so much that He died for their 
sins and forgave them, so He should 
be seen in the forgiving attitudes they 
display toward others. 


Verse 14.—“. . . above all these things 
put on. charity, which is the bond of 
perfectness.” “Charity” is “love.” 
“Above all” is “over all”; love is the 
unifying force that joins the seven 
graces listed in verses 12, 13. Love for 
one’s neighbor is the inner, harmoniz- 
ing spring whence flow the other noble 
virtues of the soul. 


Verse 15.—“. . . let the peace of God 
rule in your hearts, to the which... ye 
are called in one body; and be ye 
thankful.” Literally, “the peace of 
Christ,” ie., which -the presence of 
Christ in the heart supplies. The saints

of God, knit by faith in one mystical 
body, the invisible Church, raised with 
Christ to newness of life, clothed with 
the “new man” Christ Jesus, must ex— 
hibit their new level of life by the 
reign of peace in their hearts and by 
true gratitude to their Heavenly Father. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Christ’s resurrection is the anchor of 


our faith, the basis of our victory, and 
the guarantee of our hope. Never for- 
get that it is a fact of history—God’s 
seal upon the identity of His dear Son 
(Rom. 1:4), upon the acceptability of 
His atoning sacrifice, and upon the 
believer’s unshakable. expectation of 
Glory. 

But the Saviour’s resurrection is far 
more than a glorious doctrine to be be- 
lieved. It is intimately and personally 
related to the believer. When Christ 
died, the Christian died with Him to 
sin and the world (Rom. 6:2, 8; Gal. 
2:20; Col. 2:20; 3:3). And when He 
was raised, the Christian was raised 
with Him to newness of life (Col. 3:1; 
Rom. 6:11, 13). The child of God was 
identified with his Lord in death and 
resurrection. 

This assures him a new spiritual po- 
sition, a new resurrection level at 
which daily: victory is possible. Be- 
tween him and the enticing allure- 
ments of sin lies an open grave whence 
he has been raised from death to life. 
He is on the victory side. 

Paul emphasizes the newness of the 
Christian’s life of resurrection power,

purity, honesty, and love by contrast- 
ing’ the “old man” (Col. 3:9) with the 
“new man” (Col. 3:10). Before his 


conversion the believer was clothed | 


with the old, unregenerate Adamic na- 
ture. His previous conduct is described 
in Colossians 3:5-9. Now he has “put 
it off,” discarded its control as though 
it were a filthy, outmoded garment. 
Risen with Christ, he has been “re- 
newed” and has donned the “new man” 
(Col. 3:10), Christ Jesus Himself (Col. 
1:27). Joined to his blessed Saviour 
in the bonds of resurrection power, he 
is now summoned to practical holiness, 
humility, kindness, and love (Col. 3: 
12-14). 

The truth of his participation in his 
Lord’s resurrection must be evident. in 
his daily life. He must live from hour 
to hour at the resurrection level.

Topics for Development 


The “Old Man” and the “New.” The 
“old man” is the “flesh” (Rom. 7:18), 
the Adamic nature transmitted from 
the first man to his descendants. It 
is the bent or. tendency toward sin. 
Every man has this old nature. 

But at salvation the believer received 
a new nature, the “new man,” the Son 
of God Himself (Gal. 2:20; Col. 1:27). 
The Holy Spirit, too, took up His resi- 
dence in the soul. Between the Spirit 
and the flesh there is enmity (study 
Gal. 5:17). When the child of God 
feeds the “old man” by worldliness or 
sin, it grows rapidly, just as a lion cub 
grows swiftly when fed raw meat. But 
when he feeds the “new man” by dwell- 
ing in the Word, faithfully engaging 
in prayer, eagerly pointing men to his 
Saviour, worshiping and walking with 
his Lord, his new nature becomes dom- 
inant. ._He knows the meaning of vic- 
tory, and enjoys the “fruit of the 
Spirit” (Gal. 5:22), which now adorns 
his soul. 


Practical Applications 


Doubts may be dispelled by cool, 
clear-eyed reflection upon our Lord’s 
resurrection. It really happened. The 
risen Christ was seen by over five 
hundred people at once (1 Cor. 15:6). 

Are you a believer? Then enter into 
the reality of your resurrection with 
Christ. Your new spiritual level, and 
the presence and omnipotence of your 
indwelling Guest, make possible a beau- 
tiful life of victory. Question: How 
am I measuring up to the potentialities 
available to me? 

Gross sins have no place in our lives, 
But have anger or malice crept in? 
Are we really tender, loving, forgiving, 
thoughtful, and kind? 

It is one thing to know that we are 
“risen. with Christ.” But honestly, now, 
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is our hourly conduct on the resur- 
rection side? Search your soul, be- 
loved. Allow the Spirit to convict. 
Yield: yourself afresh to Him. 


Golden Text 

2 Cor. 5:17—‘Therefore if any man 
be in Christ, he isa new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new.” Memorize 
this classic. The believer, a new crea- 
ture in Christ, has attained’ a new 
resurrection level. He has not become 
an angel. But a new life of joy, bless- 
edness, and virtue lies ahead of him 
as he realizes his new position in Christ 
and remains steadily yielded to the 
Holy Spirit.

“If ... . risen . .. seek those things 
which are above ...” (Col. 3:1).—This 
“if” does not imply doubt; it is a posi- 
tive declaration that the believer has 
“risen with Christ” (2:13). See Ephe- 
sians 2:6. A person raised with Christ 
should seek, “as the needle seeks the 
pole,” those things which are in Heaven. 
Our hope is “laid up in heaven” (1:5). 


Our Master is in Heaven (4:1). Our 
Father is in Heaven (Matt. 6:9). Our 
reward is in Heaven (Luke 6:23). Our 
names are written in Heaven (Luke 


10:20). Our citizenship, or common- 
wealth, is in Heaven (Phil. .3:20); and 
our inheritance is in Heaven (1 Pet. 
1:4). It should not be difficult for a 
believer to make it the bent and tend- 
ency of his thought and will to seek 
such and similar things. 

In the heart of the Sawtooth Moun- 
tains of Idaho stands Mount Boulder. 
“The top of this mountain is reached,” 
says R. P. Douglass, “after hours of 
strenuous climbing, and the last thirty 


minutes of the climb bear out its name,’ 


for it is over the ledges of a huge 
boulder pivoted in mid-air. Many peo- 


ple who attempt the climb give up % 


from sheer exhaustion; and many others 
are tempted to turn back before the 
summit is reached. 

“They wonder, ‘What is the use? Is 
it worth all this just to reach the top 
of a mountain peak?’ Then the top is 
reached and as he views the beauty of 
the scene’ spread out before him, the 
climber forgets his aching fatigue. As 
he faces the west, he sees a beautiful 
mountain lake—visible only from the 
peak. Below in the deep crevasse lies 
a depth of snow which the sun never 
melts. Before him stands another peak 
supporting here and there an old, 
gnarled tree that has withstood the 
tortures of the ‘elements through the 
years, and massive rock formations 
which have enticed many a prospector 
in search of hidden wealth. To the 
left, the setting sun draws the eye to 
the Wood River Valley in all its 
beauty.” 

With a new appreciation of the-great- 
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ness of God, the Christian climber may 
sing with the song writer, Edgar Page: 

O Beulah Land, sweet Beulah Land, 

As on thy highest mount I stand, 

I look away across, the sea, 

Where mansions are prepared for me, 

And view the shining glory shore, 

My Heaven, my home for evermore! 

“For ye are dead, and your life is 

hid with Christ in God” (Col. 3:3).— 
Bishop Moule said this is “a passage 
memorable for its messages to servants 
of God.” Then he relates how Wm. 
Pennefather gave out. these lines of 
Newton’s hymn, ‘Rejoice, Believer in 
the Lord’: 


Your life is hid with Christ in God 
Beyond the reach of harm... 


and the Spirit brought them home to 
the asking heart in a final crisis of 
glad assurance. Who does not know 
that fear often lies near great joy, and 
that a treasure may seem far too pre- 
cious to be. safe? But here, he felt, 
was a safety equal to the treasure; 
‘with Christ in God,’ a double rampart, 
all divine!” 

“When Christ who is our life shall 
appear .. .” (Col. 3:4).—Christ is not 
only the giver and sustainer of life; 
but He is our life, as He is also our 
peace (Eph. 2:14). and our hope (1 Tim. 
i}. 

A missionary who was returning to 
his home from a service he had been 
conducting had these five’ words, 
“Christ, who is our life,” pass through 
his soul and they were made a new 
world to him. He said: “Within ten 
paces, as I walked, life was trans- 
formed to .me. So wonderful was the 
discovery that the Lord Christ is not 
only Rescuer, Eriend, King, but 
Life itself—Life central, inexhaustible, 
springing up within my heart, rising 
to eternity.” : 

When Christ appears in His glory 
to establish His Kingdom, then shall 
all believers appear with Him in 
glory: . 

He and I, in that bright glory, 
One deep joy shall share— 
Mine to be forever with Him, 
His that I am there. 
—Frances Bevan 

“Mortify therefore your members... 
(Col. 3:5).—Since the believer has been 
crucified with Christ, and raised with 
Him, he is to manifest that resurrection 
life. He is to realize in a practical 
way what is meant by reckoning him- 
self to be “dead indeed unto sin, but 
alive unto God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord” (Rom. 6:11). 

The Christian is to put to death 
fornication, uncleanness, inordinate af- 
fection, evil lust, and covetousness. 
And he is to put‘ off anger, wrath, 
malice, blasphemy, filthy communica- 
tion, and lying. 

“And have put on the new man... 
(Col. 3:10).—I like F. B. Hole’s com- 
ment on this verse. He says: “We put 
it on however, not just as a man may 
don a new coat, but rather as a bird 
dons a new dress of feathers. after 
moulting. The new ,character grows 
naturally out of the new life we have 
in Christ.” p

exhausted by that time. But, fellows, 
that drowned boy *was dead—at least 
he seemed to be—and we were certain 
of it. We lifted his limp body out of 
the water and laid it on the ground. 
We were three miles from _ town. 
Scared? We were terrified, trembling 
from head to foot with fright. There 
were no Boy Scouts in those days, and 
boys .had not learned how to restore 
a drowned person to life by artificial 
respiration. 

We were alone and helpless in the 
presence of sudden death and knew 
not what to do. There was a farm- 
house about a mile away ‘and one boy 
suggested that we had better get all 
the water out of him, to lighten his 
weight so we could carry him over 
there, and this was followed by an- 
other suggestion to put the body over 
the low limb of a nearby tree, letting 
the head hang down so the water could 
run out of his mouth. This we pro- 
ceeded to do, but with much difficulty, 
but finally got it up there, hanging by 
the middle across the limb, much like 
a wet necktie. Then -we took turns 
pressing on the ribs to squeeze the 
water out, but no water came. After 
working at this a few minutes with- 
out result, with another struggling ef- 
fort we got the body down from the 
limb and laid it out on the ground, 
and stood around, panting, pale and 
terror-stricken trying to think what to 
do next. 

All of a sudden to our amazement 
there was a movement about the mouth 
and a little gasp as for breath. The 
rough handling of the body, getting it 
in and out of the tree had had some 
effect. Instinctively we began to roll 
him over and move his arms about. 
We knew nothing of the proper method, 
but the mouth opened and he began to 
breathe again—and again; and, as we 
turned him on his back, he opened his 
eyes and looked at us, from one to the 
other. 

Fellows, can you imagine how we 
felt? Well, we couldn’t speak; we just 
jumped around like Indians and 
shouted and laughed: and cried. It was 
wonderful—the most: thrilling experi- 
ence I had ever had up to that time— 
but I was wobbly in the knees for a 
week afterward. 

The main thing that impressed me 
was the apparent coming back from 
death to life. But what do you sup- 
pose must have .been the feelings of 
those two women and the disciples on 
that astonishing Easter morning when 
the two Marys went at early dawn 
with spices to place upon the Lord’s 
body—the body that they had seen die 
upon the Cross two days before, the 
body they had seen lifted down from 
the Cross and that they had helped 
to prepare for burial, the body they 
had seen sealed up in the tomb as the 
sun went down on the darkest, saddest 
day the world ever knew? What must 
have been their feelings when He sud- 
denly appeared before them alive, and 


well, and speaking? How they must 
have leaped to do the thing their Lord 
commanded: “Go quickly, and tell.” 

Do you know what it all means to 
you fellows who have accepted Him as 
your Saviour and friend and guide? 
It means this: that you in your youth, 
full of life and with all the thrill of 
growing strength and manhood, have 
no dead and lifeless program to fol- 
low, no tinsel and disappointing “re- 
wards” which perish with the using; 
but yours is always a forward and up- 
growing experience, something doing 
every day that is worth while, some- 
thing that has eternal value in it, bring- 
ing a thrill of life that does not die 
out, but makes you stronger every day, 
and prepares you for yet a bigger task 
—a living task and a living reward— 
eternal life.

ANY years ago, Sir Michael Fara- 
day, a great English scientist, lay 
dying. A journalist visited him and 
asked him what were his speculations 
on a life after death. “Speculations!” 
he exclaimed. “I know nothing about 
speculations. I’m resting on certain- 
ties. I know that my Redeemer liveth, 
and because He lives, I shall live also.” 
Let us read about the resurrection of 
Christ now from Mark 16:1-8. There 
was an angel in the tomb that first 
Easter morning, but the body of Jesus 
was not there. He had risen! When 
the Garden Tomb was discovered in 
1885, all the dust within the tomb was 
carefully collected and shipped to the 
Scientific Association of Great Britain. 
Every bit of that dust was carefully 
analyzed, but there was no trace of 
human remains: Our Saviour arose in 
His body. 
The death and resurrection of Christ 
are two of the great certainties upon 
which the dying scientist. rested, and 


.,upon which our salvation depends. To- 


day we learn Question and Answer 2 
on the card, “God the Son.” “Why 
was God’s Son named Jesus?” “Thou 
shalt call his name Jesus: for he shall 
save his people from their sins” (Matt. 
1:21). 

Since Jesus died for our sins and was 
raised again for our justification, we 
are united with Him both in His death 
and in His resurrection. In the sight 
of God, every believer'is dead to his 
old self and risen with Christ to live 
in newness of life. 

Réad Colossians 3:1 to see what we 
are to do if we are risen with Christ. 
(“Seek those things which are above.”) 
Verse 2 tells something else. (“Set 
your affection on things above.”) If 
we seek heavenly rewards, rather than 
earthly gain, we will not be worldly 
Christians. A worldly Christian misses 
most of the joy of the Christian life 
that he could be having now, and he 
will also suffer loss for all eternity. 

An interesting story is told about 
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Colossians 3:3. A bandit accosted a 
Christian man on a lonely road, say- 
ing, “Hands up! Your money or your 
life” The Christian obligingly put up 
his hands as he said, “I haven’t any 
money, but you can’t take my life, be- 
cause that is hid with Christ in God.” 
The bandit’ stared at him in amaze- 
ment, and then walked rapidly away. 
The Christian man was right. Not the 
Devil himself can kill a person whose 
life is hid with Christ in God. We are 
immortal until our work is done, and 
the Lord calls us Home. Verse 4 gives 
another certainty. We who are saved 
will surely be with Christ in Glory for 
all eternity. 

Verses 5-11 tell things we must put 
off, because they do not belong in the 
Christian life. As we read these. verses, 
think which of these things is the 
hardest one to put off (covetousness, 
anger, lying). But these things can be 
put off by every Christian, if he will 
only do it in the strength of the Lord. 

As ‘we read verses 12-15, let us think 
which of these virtues we need most to 
put on at the present time (kindness, 
humbleness, meekness, love). How 
beautiful our lives would be if these 
virtues were aS conspicuous in. us as 
are the clothes that we wear! 

Another thing we need to put on is 
long-suffering. I heard a speaker who 
stretched out the word “long” as he 
pronounced it. His thought was that it 
is easier to forgive something done once 
than the same annoyance repeated over 
and over again. But the Christian girl 
who is long-suffering, will forgive her 
sister the tenth time, as sweetly as 
she did the first. 

Forbearance is another word we do 
not use very often, perhaps because we 
do not practice it enough. The dic- 
tionary says it means “patience and 
mildness toward offenders.” 

A Christian girl who loved to see 
things neat and orderly, roomed with 
another girl who did not care at all 
what the room looked like. She left 
‘everything where she had last used it; 
so the room was perpetually in a mess. 
The Christian girl sometimes scolded 
her roommate for this. Other times 
she would put her roommate’s things 
on her side of the room with the air 
of a would-be martyr- After the girls 
separated, the untidy roommate, who 
was a newer Christian, drifted away 
from the Lord. Many times the tidy 
girl has wished that she had shown 
forbearance about the disorder and had 
tried to help her roommate grow spir- 
itually instead of trying to make her 
keep things neat. She needed more 
love and to let the peace of God rule 
in her heart. 

Let us remember that our Home is 
in Heaven with our risen Saviour and 
seek by His power to put off the works 
of darkness and put on the beauty that 
should be seen in every Christian.

EPLACE last week’s picture of the

There is so much we do not know! 
But God has told us some things in 
the Bible (Deut. 29:29). Have the 
children find the Scriptures that help 
answer their questions—though I can- 
not hope: to supply a reference for 
every question children -ask! Death 
came because of sin and is its punish- 
ment (Gen. 3; Rom. 6:23a). All of us 
have sinned, and we will all die some- 
time—unless the Lord returns first

Authority 


“God’s final authority for men today—a Book 
or a Church? Here is an cnet meiien 
for which many have a quick answer. “The 
Church,’ say some. “The Book,’ say others. 
‘Neither,’ is the unbelieving answer of still 
others. What about it? How hopeless we 
would be without an authoritative voice! But 
where is authority?

Well, does 
that not mean that the Church is superior to - 
that which it has designated? A simple illus- 
tration from Martin Luther will answer that 
question. To say that the fixing of the canon 
of. the sacred Scriptures is to make the 
Church which so designated them superior 
to them would be as foolish as maintaining - 
that John the Baptist, who pointed out Christ 
to the multitudes, was superior to the One he 
introduced. Wisdom from God to designate 
the books in the canon of Scripture should 
never be. equated with superiority to these 
writings. 


“We shall do well to rest upon the Word 
which is forever settled in heaven. The 
Church has true authority only insofar as 
her principles and practice are in conformity 
to the Word of God. Then she is fair as the 
moon, clear as the sun, and terrible as an 
army with banners.”

The dying thief is a beautiful picture 
of another event that is yet to. come 
when the remnant of Israel “shall look 
upon me whom. they have pierced, and 
they shall mourn for him, as one mourn- 
eth for his only son.” (Zechariah 12:10.) 


Meanwhile this task of Gospelizing 
the Jews occupies all our energies. Many 
believe that the time of Israel’s awaken- 
ing is close. Your fellowship in bringing 
~ the Gospel to the brothers of our Lord 
in the flesh will qualify you for the 
blessed promise of Genesis 12:3.

He 
came to life Himself and promised to 
make all who believe in Him come to 


life again (John 14:19; 3:16). When 
one of God’s children dies, his soul, the 
real person, leaves his sick or injured 
or worn-out body-house and goes to be 
with God (2 Cor. 5:8. Verses 1-4 imply 
that God gives that soul some form to 
clothe it). The useless body-house is 
buried (Gen. 3:19) and stays “asleep” 
until the Lord Jesus returns. on the 


.great Resurrection Day and , wakes it 


in a glorious new form like His (1 
Thess. 4:16; John 5:24, 25, 28, 29; 1 Cor. 
15: 35-44; 1 John 3:2). Those who do 
not believe in the Lord Jesus will also 
be made alive, and will appear before 
God’s throne for judgment, and be sent 
away to hell (Rev. 20:12, 15).

ET us make believe that you lived 

in the long, long ago in Bible times, 
Your home town, we shall suppose, is 
near the Mount of Olives, You know, 
of course, all that has happened there 
—especially the things that happened 
in the past few days. Some of your 
relatives told you all about it. Some 
of them had been right at the scene, 
They saw with their own eyes the cru- 
cifixion and death of the dear Son of 
God. They had seen the darkness at 
noontime. They had heard the cries 
of the Saviour. They had heard His 
loud, “It is finished.” They had seen 
Him pass from life to death. Oh, how 
they cried! They cried when it had 
happened. . They cried when they came 
to your house and told you and your 
family: all about it. Then you and your 
family cried, too. 

You yourself had seen the Lord Jesus 
many times. You had been there when 
He blessed the children. You had: been 
in the crowd who enjoyed the food— 
the food He had provided with one 
boy’s lunch out at the seashore. You, 
like many of your friends, believed 
Him to be the Son of God. You had 
been confident that He was: the Saviour 
sent from God.

3. A New Person Altogether 
(2 Cor. 5:17)

N THE two topics that have preceded 

this week’s we have seen the neces- 
sity for a new birth and for a new 
master. This week we are to think of 
the new life that must follow if we 
have been born again and have sur- 
rendered to Christ as our Lord. 


ve 


First, let us understand that the new 
life in Christ is a fact, not merely a 
possibility. “If any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature [creation]” (2 
Cor. 5:17). Now there is unquestion- 
ably a place for growth in the Chris- 
tian life, for we are commanded to 
“grow in grace, and in the knowledge 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ” 
(2 Pet. 3:18), and to “grow up into 
him in all things, which is the head, 
even Christ” (Eph. 4:15). However, 
the Christian has been made new, and 
has passed from death to life. He is 
to “reckon” or count upon being dead 
to sin and alive to God (Rom. 6:11). 
You cannot reckon upon something that 
has not: occurred. You may not always 
feel as though you are a new creation. 


Sometimes you may not act as though . 


you were living in newness of life. 
But all this does not alter the fact that 
God says that you are a new creation, 





if you are in Christ. Paul, in the 7th 
chapter of Romans, although he was 
then a believer in the: Lord Jesus 
Christ,. describes his failure and frus- 
tration in trying to live a new life, 
and the joy and relief that he experi- 
enced when he found the solution— 
walking not “after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit” (Rom. 8:1).

Second, we should see that the new 
life is a life of faith. Just as by faith 
we accepted Christ as our Saviour, and 
by faith yielded our complete being 
to Him as our Lord, so going on in the 
Christian life is a moment-by-moment 
and continuing act of faith. “As ye 
have therefore received Christ Jesus 
the [as] Lord, so walk ye in him” 
(Col. 2:6). “Like as Christ was raised 
up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk 


in newness of life” (Rom. 6:4).

The new life is a resurrection life, 
here and now. The old nature, God 
says, has been “crucified with Christ” 
so that henceforth we need not serve 
sin (v. 6) and sin need not reign in 
our mortal bodies (v. 12). The new 
nature, produced by the risen Christ 
living within our hearts, is to be the 
normal experience of every believer, 
so that we can say with Paul, “For to 
me to live is Christ” (Phil. 1:21). “I 
am crucified with Christ: nevertheless 
I live; yet not I but Christ liveth in 
me: and the life that I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave himself 
for me” (Gal. 2:20).

The new life is a supernatural life. 
Many of us are willing to concede that 
we can do nothing to save ourselves 
from sin, but we are prone to think 
that, in the matter of daily walk, we 
must somehow help God out by striv- 
ing and struggling. We can scarcely 
believe that living a daily life of vic- 
tory over sin can be achieved without 
our own effort. Yet, just as salvation 
is a gift, the new life of victory is.a 
gift. Wedo not have to work or strug- 
gle for.a gift., Our part in the life of 
victory is to accept what God has given, 
and step out by faith, counting upon 
what He says He has done for us in 
Christ.

Now, lest we presume upon God’s 
gift, let us understand that He no- 
where promises. to eradicate sin from 
these mortal bodies of ours. As long 
as we live in this life, the possibility 
of sin is in our fallen nature and we 
shall be subjected to temptation. At 
any moment we can stop trusting God 
and slip into sin, in which case. the 
remedy is confession to God, forgive- 
ness and restoration by His grace. But 
He does tell us that sin need not have 
dominion over us, and that by moment- 
by-moment trusting Him we can walk 
in newness of life by the grace that He 
supplies and that is sufficient for. our

Commentary on the Gospel of Luke. 
By Frederick Louis Godet. (Zondervan 
Pub. House, Grand Rapids 6, Mich., 
$9.95.) Warm spirituality and careful 
scholarship are exemplified in this ma- 
jor and magnificent work. Dr. Godet, 
Swiss theological giant of the nine- 
teenth. century, has written extensively 
and enthusiastically out of a mind full 
of his subject and out of a heart filled 
with faith, The volume at. hand—900 
pages—represents a new reprint edition 
of a work that originally appeared in 
two volumes. It is available now as a 
worthy addition to the publisher’s 
“Classic Commentary Library” series. 
Included in its pages, along with a 
complete analysis of the text, are skill- 
ful discussions. of such matters as the 
existence of the third Gospel in the 
primitive Church, its composition, 
sources, preservation, author, and its 
relation to the other Gospels. Here is 
indeed a work that will enrich the in- 
tellects and the souls of its consultants 
and readers. ; 


The Psychology of Christian Conver- 
sion. By Robert O. Ferm. (Fleming 
H. Revell & Co., Westwood, N. J., $4.) 
In a stimulating presentation of Chris- 
tian conversion, the dean of students of 
Houghton College has amassed a wealth 
of unusual, relevant material. In the 
first chapter, a brief history of the 
psychology study of religious conver- 
sion is given. In chapter 2, the author 
discusses man’s psychological capacity 
for the crisis-type conversion. Chap- 
ter 3 is a brief perusal of adolescence 
as a conversion factor. The uniqueness 
of the evangelical crisis-conversion is 
next discussed. The Evangelical will 
appreciate the recounting of the con- 
version experiences of Paul, Luther, 
Wesley, Judson,.and others: In chap- 
ter 5 the author surveys theological 
and philosophical thought regarding the 
crisis. He discusses the problem of the 
theologian and of the philosopher, and 
sketches the position of the early 
church, the medieval thinkers, the Re- 
formers, and modern religionists regard- 
ing conversion. Chapter 6 is a careful 
study of Biblical conversion. Chapter 
7, “The Psychology of Crisis Conver- 
sion,” summarizes and concludes the 
book. The author skillfully demon- 
strates that the individual is so con- 
structed physically and psychologically 
that he is capable of experiencing ‘reli- 
gious conversion of a crisis nature. The 
book is carefully annotated and in- 
cludes an extensive bibliography. All 
who are involved in active Christian 
witness (and what Christian should not 
be?) should read this book.

mediately “present with the Lord” (2 
Cor. 5:8). 

As far as we know, the torment side 
of Hades is unchanged, but paradise 
has been moved. When Paul was 
caught up to paradise, he also says it 
was “the third heaven” (2 Cor. 12:2). 
(The Bible speaks of three heavens. 
The first is the heaven of the atmos- 
phere, where the birds fly; the second 
is the starry heavens; and the third is 
the Heaven of God’s presence). 

At the first resurrection, when Christ 
returns, He will. “bring” the spirits of 
the saints with Him from Heaven, and 
the bodies of “the dead in Christ shall 
rise first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up together 
with them, in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air” (1 Thess. 4:14-17). 

The unsaved will remain in Hades 
until the second resurrection, when 
death and hell (Hades) will be “cast 
into the lake of fire” (Rev. 20: 14).

ROM October, 1958, until September, 
1959, two white women and a little girl 
lived among a simple, primitive, savage 
people. These people were the Auca In- 
dians of Keuador who, a little more than two 
years before, had cruelly murdered a little 
band of five missionary men among whom 
was Jim Elliot, the husband of one of these 
two women and the father of the little girl. 
In articles in THE SUNDAY ScHOOL TIMES 
written by Elisabeth Elliot, the widow of 
Jim Elliot, and in her two books, ‘‘Through
